The outlook 1s 
extremely uncertain and can be de- 
termined only by the reaction in 
the next few days. 

“We can credit much of the ef- 
fectiveness of our present kKnowl- 
edge and methods of dealing with 
this deformity to advances made 
in thoracic surgery, to the knowl- 
edge gained by animal experimenta- 
tion and valuable information dis- 
closed at autopsies on children, 
more of which are needed.”

15 LYNCHINGS LAST YEAR 
AS AGAINST 28 IN 1933 


Federal Coun.il of Churches RKe- 
ports 40 States Free of Mob Kill- 
ings; 39 Year Before. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 4.—The Fed- 
eral Council of Churches reported 
today that records of its race re- 
lations department showed 15 
lynchings in 1934. 

Despite increased agitation against 
lynchings, the council reported, 
there were only 40 states free of 
them last year, an increase of one 
over the preceding year. 

“After a downward trend from 
33 victims in 1923 to 10 in 1929,” 
the report said, “there has been a 
tendency to increase, except in 1932, 
when there was a decrease to eight 
victims. There were 28 victims of 
lynching in 1933 and 15 in 1934. 
There has been as much savagery 
in torturing victims as in former 
year, if not more.” 

The states where lynchings oc- 
curred last year, the report said, 
were Alabama, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, Mississippi, 
Tennessee and Texas.

HOW SOCIAL SECURITY BILL 
WOULD AFFECT MISSOURI 


Measure Would Aid Crippled and 
Homeless Children, Aid Society 
Head Reports. 

Missouri would receive a minimum 
of $22,740 for the care of homeless 
children and $20,000 for crippled 
childre~ if United States Senator 
Wagner's security bill is passed, ac- 
cording to Herschel Ajit, executive 
secretary of the St. Louis Children’s 
Aid Society, in a report to the Com- 
munity Council. 

Federal aid for fatherless’ chil- 
dren would be available if the State 
and all its political subdivisions 
first made appropriations for moth- 
ers’ pensions, he said. Alt urged 
the passage of a bill now before the 
State Legislature providing for the 
creation of a State department of 
public welfare , which, _he_ said, 
would aid in the effective admin- 
istration of benefits received under 
the Wagner bill or other legislation. 

“Senator Wagner's security bill 
provides specifically for grants to 
three types of children for whom 
there is at present a shocking lack 
of provision in this State,” Alt said. 
“There are, first, the dependent 
child, who is fatherless and whose 
mother is forced to seek employ- 
ment out of her home in order to 
support her family; second, the 
homeless child, and, third, the child 
who is physically handicapped.”

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KING GEORGE AWARDED $1650) TWO SEAMEN KILLED IN STORM | PARIS 


Ancient Law Invoked Over In- 
jury of Two Soldiers.

LONDON, March 4. — King 
George has been awarded $1650 in 
damages levied against a motorist 
for having deprived Great Britain 
of services of two royal aircrafts- 
men in one of the most unusual 
trials in recent court history.

HUGE U. S. TREASURY 


Bonds and Notes at Lower In- 
terest Offered in Redemption 
of Two Issues.

WASHINGTON, March 4.—The 
Treasury has announced details of 
its huge refunding operations by 
which it hopes to save a great. deal 
in interest costs, possibly as much 
as $30,000,000. More than $2,000,- 
000,000 in Government obligations 
is involved. 

The Treasury said that 20-25- 
year bonds bearing 2% per cent in- 
terest would be offered in exchange 
for $1,850,000,000 of Fourth Liberty 
41, per cent bonds, which were 
called for redemption April 15. 

Likewise, the Government is of- 
fering an issue of 5-year 1% per 
cent notes in exchange for $528,000,- 
000 of Treasury 2% per cent notes 
which mature March 165. 

The refunding also is an attempt 
to drive investment money into 
commercial channels’ by lowering 
the yield on Government securities.

LONDON, March 4.—Prime Min- 
ister MacDonald told Parliament 
today that additional expenditure 
on the armaments of Great Brit- 
ain’s three defense forces “can no 
longer be safely postponed.” 

This statement, in an official 
paper submitted to the legislators, 
was made following the introduc- 
tion of increased army estimates 
for the coming fiscal year, which 
totaled $217,750,000, close to $20,- 
000,000 higher than last year. The 
navy estimates to be submitted 
Wednesday, and the air force esti- 
mates to be brought in tomorrow, 
are expected to show similar sub- 
stantial increases, the air estimates 
probably having the greatest pro- 
portionate increase of any.

RINTELEN SAYS CHANCELLOR 
IS AFRAID TO FACE HIM 


Man Tried for Part in July Rising 
in Vienna, Denies Attempting 
Suicide. 

VIENNA, March 4.—Dr. Anton 
Rintelen, who was “unable to re- 
member” on Saturday, was in an 
aggressive mood today when his 
court martial for alleged complicity 
in last July’s rising was resumed. 
He declared Chancellor Kurt 
Schuschnigg and other Government 
officials feared to face him and to 
make charges against him person- 
ally. He declared Schuschnigg had 
given him an urgent invitation to 
confer, but that, after a brief dis- 
cussion, asked him to wait in ante- 
room. 

“Schuschnigg then simply disap- 
peared,” said Dr. Rintelen. “Neither 
he nor any other Cabinet member 
personally accused me before my 
arrest.” 

After the Nazi outbreak of last 
July, in which former Chancellor 
Engelbert Dollfuss was assassinat- 
ed, Rintelen was seriously wounded 
by a revolver shot. He said today 
that he did not intend to commit 
suicide, for if such had been his in- 
tention he could have fired a second 
shot and killed himself.

THE ARMS CONTROL DEBATE, 


Reduction of armaments by means of international 
agreement is, for the time being, a lost cause. De- 
spite prolonged discussion by the disarmament con- 
ference, the trend all over the world is toward great- 
er military establishments. Control of munitions 
manufacture and traffic is, however, a live subject 
of great beneficial potentialities. This is now being 
considered at Geneva by the conference’s special com- 
mittee on the subject. Despite obstacles that have 
arisen since the discussions opened three weeks ago, 
it is a favorable sign that the possibilities of this 
peace measure are being thoroughly examined by an 
influential international group, and there is still 
hope that good results may be achieved. 

The Nye committee’s inquiry in this country has 
roused the public consciousness everywhere to the 
disturbing role played by munitions interests in in- 
citing to arms competition and war. England is 
about to launch a similar inquiry, and plans for 
such an investigation are being discussed in France 
as well. In keeping with the well-nigh universal 
agreement that the arms makers’ machinations must 


be curbed, the United States last June submitted at 


Geneva a draft protocol for arms control. This has 
been approved by the committee, and is the basis 
of the present discussions. 

Under the proposal, each nation would undertake 
full responsibility for the production and trade in 
munitions in territory under its control, by a strict 
system of licenses and complete publicity. It is left 
to each nation to decide whether this shall be done 
by nationalization or regulation of its munitions in- 
dustry. 

Several stumbling blocks have developed since the 
meeting opened. Great Britain, for instance, has an- 
nounced opposition to inspection of each nation's 
arms factories and supplies by agents of the com- 
mission. She is joined in this stand by Italy and 
Japan, while 19 other nations favor such inspection.

THE RIGHT FOOT FORWARD. 


The Committee on Constitutional Amendments of 
the Missouri House has acted favorably on the reso- 
lution calling for the submission of an amendment 
to the State Constitution which would permit the 
establishment of mutual savings banks and savings 
bank insurance. For this report the committee is 
entitled to commendation. It is to be hoped that the 
House as a whole and the Senate in turn will take 
the same view of the matter. 

There can be no denial of the statement that mu- 
tual banking has made an enviable record. The ac- 
complishments of the system are an established fact, 
embracing some 560 banking institutions in 18 states, 
with upwards of 14,000,000 depositors and more than 
11 billien dollars in deposits. Ordinary banks for the 
most part found the depression a trying experience 
and great numbers of them failed, with heavy losses 
to depositors. Through the whole period, mutual 
savings banks have gone on paying dividends as 
well as interest. A similar testimonial can be en- 
tered for savings bank life insurance. 

As we said recently in discussing the resolution, 
Representative Brinkmann’s present proposal is no 
more than an enabling measure which would give 
the Legislature constitutional authority to authorize 
banking and insurance of the mutual variety.

IR FREDERICK G. BANTING, co-dis- 
coverer of insulin, Department of Medi- 
cal Research, Banting Institute, Univer- 
sity of Toronto: “I believe in animal ex- 
perimentation because I think human life is 
more valuable than animal life. Medical 
science cannot advance without the-use of 


animals. The work on diabetes and insulin 
could not have been done without the use 
of dogs.” 


Walter B. Cannon, George Higginson Pro- 
fessor of Physiology, Harvard University 
Medical School, Boston: “The fact that ani- 
mal experimentation has vastly reduced the 
suffering of mankind and that, if persisted 
in, it will Continue to do so, renders the 
work of medical investigation highly moral 
—even a moral duty.” 

Loyal Davis, professor of surgery § and 
chairman, Northwestern University Medical 
School, Chicago: “The anti-vivisectionist 
should commune with himself and answer 
these questions honestly: 

“Am I willing to refuse all medical or sur- 
gical treatment for myself, or my children, 
the value, resuits and methods- of which 
have been learned from animal experimen- 
tation’ Am I willing to subject my infant 
to the ravages of whooping cough rather 
than see that child relieved by serum? 

“If my child or I became afflicted with 
diabetes, am I willing to refuse the admin- 
istration of insulin, discovered and perfect- 
ed by animal experimentation? Is the ex- 
pectant mother of today ready to suffer the 
pains of labor without the benefit of allevia- 
tion of that pain by methods first tested 
upon animals? Am I willing to forego all 
of the therapeutic and diagnostic advances 
in the treatment of lung, heart and meta- 
bolic diseases which have been discovered by 
experiments upon animals? Am I willing to 
take medicine, unstandardized in dosage, be- 
cause of lack of animal experiments?” 


Evarts A. Graham, professor of surgery, 
Washington University School of Medicine, 
St. Louis: “Anti-vivisection campaigns are 
usually chiefly directed against the use of 
dogs. It is easy to understand the senti- 
mental feeling against the use of this faith- 
ful and trusting animal for such purposes. 
But yet the use of dogs is often essential 
for the purposes of investigation. Are dogs 
of more value to us than our children?” 

Stuart Graves, University of Alabama 
School of Medicine, University, Ala.: “Ob- 
jection is often made to animal experimen- 
tation upon the ground that it is not hu- 
mane. This is sheer ignorance of fact. Ex- 
perimental animals, in medical schools and 
other investigational institutions, are well 
fed and cared for. Cages and runs are wel] 
cleaned and aired. Their environment is far 
better, for the most part, than many of our 
less fortunate fellow human beings, toward 
whom the anti-vivisectionists could well af- 
ford to turn in a helpful way instead of 
throwing a stumbling block in the progress 
of scientific teaching and investigation 
which seeks to lessen human suffering. Ex- 
perimental animals are not allowed to suf- 
fer. No operations or procedure that might 
prove painful are done except with the ani- 
mal anesthetized.” 

William H. Feldman, assistant professor 
of comparative pathology, the Mayo Foun- 
dation, Rochester, Minn.: “In the United 
States in 1914, hog cholera caused losses es- 
timated at $100,000,000 and made swine hus- 
bandry a decidedly uncertain and hazardous 
business. By animal experimentation. 
ther@ was made available anti-hog cholera

Anton J. Carlson, chairman and professor 
of physiology, University of Chicago: “Ani- 
mal experimentation has played a very great 
role in the development of our knowledge 
of infections and their control, of anesthe- 
sias and their refinement, of disturbances in 
nutrition and dietary deficiencies, in the de- 
velopment of new drugs and their continued 
refinement.” 


George Crile, director, Cleveland Clinic, 
Cleveland, O.: “Among the animals. that 
have received the greatest benefit from ex- 
perimental medicine is the dog. One of the 
great menaces to his life. a disease which 
has produced great distress in its slow tor- 
turous death, is rabies. This disease has now 
been practically eliminated as the result of 


experimentation upon the dog himself. The 
distemper also that affects so many dogs 
has now been largely cured as the result 


of experimentation upon dogs, by means of 
which the cause of distemper has been dis- 
covered and a vaccine for ‘its treatment has 
been developed.” 


Elliott C. Butler, Mosely Professor of Sur- 
gery, Harvard University Medical School, 
Boston: ‘The science of bacteriology was 
established by animal experimentation. It 
is impossible for any living person to judge 
how great a boon all this has been to man- 
kind. But let all remember that it is the 
knowledge of bacteriology which has made 
child-bearing safe and has made hospitals 
havens of refuge and comfort instead of 
houses to be cursed and feared.” 


D. J. Davis, dean, University of Illinois 
College of Medicine, Chicago: “Everyone 
should be familiar with the history of ani- 
mal plagues which in every age have lied 
to untold suffering and death to countless 
millions of animals, both wild and domes- 
tic. Often these widespread epidemic dis- 
eases involved human beings. 

“Such diseases exist today and many are 
readily transferred to humans. Examples 
are anthrax, glanders, dog distemper, tu- 
berculosis, hydrophobia or rabies and un- 
dulant fever. At the present time, in all 
civilized countries, these diseases are now 
either under control or are being rapidly 
eradicated. Every honest person, even to 
some degree familiar with the facts. will 
admit that this control is due in the main 
to knowledge acquired by the study and ex- 
periments on animals by both medical men 
and veterinarians.” 


Major G. Seelig, professor of clinical sur- 
gery, Washington University School of Medi- 
cine, St. Louis: ‘There is no branch of the 
healing art that has not been strengthened 
as a result of properly conducted anima! ex- 
perimentation. It taxes patience to be re- 
iterating this fact constantly. It is more 
important to realize the value of experi- 
ments on animals in attacking some of our 
up to now unsolved problems. 

“Cancer is the greatest single killer among 
world diseases today, not even excepting 
primary heart disease. We do not know the 
cause of cancer; we know all too little about 
its cure. As one who is devoting all his 
limited and humble capacity to the study

Divorced Wife of St. Louisan Suc- 
cumbed to Cardiac Complications 
on Feb. 20. 


The death of Mrs. Jane Henry 
Kerens, divorced first wife of Vin- 
cent Kerens of St. Louis, occurred 
Feb. 20 in San Girolamo Convent, 
Florence, Italy, according to an As- 
sociated Press cable dispatch today, 
verifying information printed in 
yesterday’s Post-Dispatch. Mrs. 
Kerens, who was 52 years old, died 
of cardiac complications. She was 
buried in Fiesole Cemetery, near 
Florence. 

Mrs. Kerens is survived by her 
mother, Mrs. Katherine Bedford 
Henry, who is now in Florence, and 
her daughter, Mrs. Eksel Florman 
of Stockholm, Sweden, formerly 
Miss Janavince Kerens.

NEW YORK, March 4—The 
steamboat inspectors today made 
public their findings in the steamer 
Mohawk disaster of last Jan. 24, at- 
tributing it to a misunderstanding 
in signals and concluding with this 
statement: ‘ 

“After considering all the testi- 
mony taken, the board finds no 
cause for action against any of the 
surviving officers of the Mohawk.” 

The Ward liner Mohawk collided 
with the Norwegian freighter Talis- 
man six and one-half miles south 
of Sea Girt, N. J., and sank. For- 
ty-five persons perished. : 

“The motorship Talisman. being 
of foreign registry, does not come 
under the jurisdiction of this ser- 
vice,’ the board reported. “The 
case is therefore dismissed without 
further action.” 

The inspectors found that the 
collision, which occurred when the 
Mohawk veered suddenly from its 
course and directly into the path 
of the freighter, was due to a mis- 
understanding in signals from the 
bridge of the Mohawk to the steer- 
ing engine room after the regular 
steering apparatus had broken and 
ithe “trick” wheel had been resorted 
to.

An- 
other cause is lack of blood supply 
to a part, or poor blood supply, 
causing necrosis: This is what oc- 
curs in ulcers of the skin of the 
leg due to varicose veins. Lastly, 
it may be due to what are called 
“trophic” causes, as in nervous dis- 
eases, such as perforating ulcer of 
the foot in locomotor ataxia.

N ver comes out right,” a 

mother writes to me, “and he 

seems never to expect it to. What 
is wrong?” 

It is plain enough, and it explains 
the forlorn failures that drift about 
the world, believing only in their 
disbelief. A man is beaten before 
he fights, if failure imagery is fixeo 
in his mind. 


Each one of us, unconsciously, 
brings most of this troubles upon 
himself. If we expect ill treatment 
we are apt to be ill treated, or think 
we are. If we expect defeat, we re- 
ally invite it. 


Why does the boy expect every- 
thing to go wrong? At some time, 
perhaps when he was small and sen- 
sitive, romething happened which 
filled his little mind with a nega- 
tive attitude, and that did the rest. 


To a negative attitude life says, 
No. To a positive attitude it finally 
says, Yes. A negative spirit sets 
things against us, and today if the 
boy were to succeed, it would great- 
ly astonish him. 

We have three basic instincts— 
self, sex, society. Of the three, the 
instinct of self is the most funda- 


mental, and if it is inhibited or per- 
verted, we have trouble ahead of us 
—tragic trouble. 


The most awful blow a human be-| 


ing can suffer is to have his belief | 
in himself broken down. The per-| 
son who does it is worse than a 
bandit. It is harder to heal 
blow on the head. | 


When he was a child, some hurt, 
some sneer, humiliated the boy. He 
tried to forget it, to throw it out 
of his little mind, as we always do 
But instead, it was pushed deep 
down in him and wove its own pat- 
tern. He does not know why he 
feels dismay and always expects de- 
feat. 


What can we do about it? It is 
possible to reshape a negative mind 
and fill it with positive purpose and 
power. It is not easy to do, but it 
can be done, and is being done all 
the time. 


How terrible it is to be sarcastic 
and unkind to a sensitive child! It 
may leave him bruised, broken and 
a crippled soul, a frustrated life
